London, Nov. 5.—Despite the jubila­ 
tion of the country over the favorable 
auDonncement by Lord Salisbury re­ 
a d in g Fashoda at the Kitchener ban­ 
quet. there is serious uneasiness as to the 
real object of continued war prepara­ 
tions. which can hardly be justified 
even by Ixmi Salisbury’ w arning that 
there are still matters in dispute with 
France. 
A dispatch from Hongkong again re­ 
marks upon the unusual naval and mil­ 
itary activity there. The dispatch says 
General Black and his staff have been 
Ducting the old frontier of British 
Kau Bouk (Row Ixxm) aud selecting 
tx nits for erection of defensive works. 
tVld and siege gnus are being mounted 
nod the men-of-war lying off Hong­ 
kong are embarking large quantities of 
ammunition. Tho fleet has been sig­ 
nalled to send no mails by the French 
steamer leaving today. 
This order is 
regarded as very significant. 
The Berlin correspondent of The Daily 
Kews says: 
•It is asserted in well informed quar­ 
t e that the british war preparations 
are connected with the Philippine ques­ 
tion, in which the United States gov­ 
ernment is working in agreement w ith 
England. The rumors are revived that 
the United States intends ceding to 
England some of the islands or grant­ 
ing coaling stations there."

A couple of people whose identity 
Clerk Lincoln refused to divulge vis­ 
ited the clerk’s office of the district at­ 
torney and expressed their willingness 
to go Marsh's bail.

District Attorney Beck said that the 
trial of Marsh would take place during 
the November term of court, which 
convenes on the third Monday of the 
month.

Woodson, medical inspector of the mil­ 
itary department of Santiago, on ar­ 
riving here, reported that on the ar* 
rival at Gibaru with Colonel Hood's 
regiment, he discovered more than half 
the copulation buffering from smallpox. 
There were also many casas of typhoid 
aud dysentery. 
He went immediately 
to work and systematically isolated the 
houses, insisting on the regiment (the 
Second immunes) being encamped in a 
Healthful location uear the sea. 
Every effort will be made to prevent 
the American and Spanish soldiers from 
fraternizing, as the Spaniards come 
from Holguin, about 37 miles from 
Gibaru, aud are liable to carry infection. 
The whoie country between the two 
tow us is thickly populated and plague 
is scat tered all along the route. 
Medical supplies are badly needed 
there, as well as delicacies for con­ 
valescents aud the situation offers an 
excel 1< ut opening for the nurses and 
doctors of the lied Cross society. 
General Wood will soon leave to make 
a personal inspection. He will send Or. 
VY oodson back to Gibara on tile steamer 
Heme de Los Angeles with five doctors 
aud a large quantity of supplies. 
Gen 
eral Wood says he knew of the epi­ 
demic, which has been continuous log 
three years, and had every man in Col, 
Hood’s regiment vaccinated. 
He ba* 
iieves that none will be stricken and 
that there is no cause for alarm. 


Health of Troop* at Santiago. 


W a s h in g t o n , N o v . 6.-—The following 
bulletin of the health conditions of tbs 
American troops at Santiago was re­ 
ceived by the \?ar department from 
General Wood: Total sick, 1,113; fever 
cases of all kinds, 813.

At the peace jubilee in Chicago Gen 
eral William R. Shafter told the story 
of the Santiago campaign. With several 
members of the cabinet and a select lot 
of army officers he entered the First 
regiment armory at 8 o’clock in the aft­ 
ernoon and carried the place by *torm. 
In an instant the awaiting audience was 
on its feet, waving hats and bandker- 
chiefsand sending volley after volley of 
cheers echoing against the solid walls 
of the armory 
General Shafter. Hecre- 
tary James Wilson and Mayor David A. 
Rose of Milwaukee were the speakers of 
the afternoon. 
After a prayer by Rev 
F A. Noble, D. D., Chairman Dixon 
introduced General Shafter as the “ hero 
of Santiago.” 
As the general took the 
stage the audience arose again and with 
heads uncovered cheered until the gen­ 
eral raised his hands for silence. 
After 


J thanking his audience for their approval 
on his own behalf aud that of his men, 
to whom he said the credit and thanks 
are due, he told his story as follows: 
“ Now, perhaps it will not be unin­ 
teresting to you to hear a few of the in­ 
cidents connected with the campaign, 
which, of course, you have read of iii 
the newspapers, but which I can ex­ 
plain somewhat more fully 
There was 
apparently some hesitancy in stalling 
My lips upon that were sealed until a 
few days ago, as my orders were secret, 
and I was directed not to communicate 
them to any person, and I never have, 
bn! recently tile secretary of war has 
seen fit to publish them, aud if yon 
have read the papers you have been able 
to see that what was considered a state 
of unpreparedness was not so. We were 
twice embarked and twice taken back to 
Tampa and disembarked. 
On the first 
occasion the cause was the appearance 
of Admiral Oervera’s fleet, it requiring 
the entire navy that was disposable to 
go after that fleet, aud the second time 
by a report, that afterward tam ed out 
to be incorrect, that in the St. Nicholas 
channel, through which we would have 
to go. some Spanish cruisers had been 
seen 
“ Immediately after the breaking out 
of the war I was ordered from San 
Fianoisco to New Orleans, and there re­ 
ceived a telegram to go to Washington, 
where I was told that the first expedi­ 
tion to leave the United States was to 
be commanded by me, and ordered to 
Tampa to prepare for it. 
I took the 
troops that I thought best fitted aud pre­ 
pared for that service. There were some 
magnificent regiments of 
volunteers, 
but to part of them I had issued arms 
only two or three days before. 
They 
were n o t properly equipped and lacked 
experience. As I had the choice, I took 
all of the regulars that were there, and 
with them three regiments of volun­ 
teers. 
They were magnificent men, as 
perfect as men could be, but, as yon 
know who served in 1861, poorly pre­ 
pared to take care of themselves at first. 
Yon recollect it was months before we 
were prepared, and we made numerous 
mistakes that led to sickness and death 
The same things have occurred again, 
and they always w ill continue with 
troops that are not used to the field, and 
in this campaign men were taken di­ 
rectly from their camps immediately 
after being mustered in and put lute the 
most difficult campaign of modern rn iii- 
I tary history 
“ I practically had the entire regular 
I army of the United States, 20 of tile 25 
; regiments of infantry, five of the ten 
regiments of cavalry and five batteries 
of artillery, with three regiments of 
i volunteers— the Seventy-first New York, 
I the Second Massachusetts and the regi- 
; meut known as Roosevelt’s rough rid- 
i era 
The last were practically seasoned 
! soldiers. They were men from the frou- 
! tier. men who had been accustomed for 
years to takiug a little sack of corn­ 
meal on their saddles and a blanket and 
going out to sleep out of doors for a 
week or a month at a time. 
Of course 
they knew bow to care for themselves 
in camp 
“ Early iu June I w assailed to the 
telephone in Tarnal aud told from the 
president's mansion in Washington to 
proceed immediately with oot less than 
10,000 men to Santiago; that news had 
been received that day that the fleet of 
Cervera was surely within that harbor, 


of Santiago harrier 
You understand 
that wo knew nothing of the topography 
of the country 
There are no maps of 
it. , All you could know of it was what 
you could see from on shipboard and 
from talking with people who had lived 
there. 
Their information is, as general 
officers have usually found, very defec­ 
tive. 
“ That 
afternoon, 
with 
Admiral 
Sampson. I went down the coast about 
20 miles and saw General Garcia, aud 
asked him Ins opinion of the country, 
what his force was and whether be was 
disposed to assist 
I found him very 
willing and very glad to offer his serv­ 
ices at once, with 3,000 men that he 
had with him and another thousand that 
be had up the country a little farther, 
which were to join us immediately. In 
sailing along the coast, looking for a 
landing place, I selected two places— 
Siboney, a little indentation in the 
coast about 12 or 13 miles east of San­ 
tiago, aud another little bay about eight 
miles farther east, where small streams 
entered into the sea, making a valley 
' and a sand bar about 150 to 200 yards 
J in extent. 
All the rest of the coast is 
j abrupt, 
perpendicular 
wall of rock 
i from IO to 80 feet high, against which 
J the waves were dashing all the time, 
I and where it is utterly impossible to 
j land. We hud the earnest and able sup- 
| port of the navy and its assistance in 
I disembarking, aud the next morning 
j were bombarding the two little places 
and driving the few hundred Spanish 
soldiers that were there away. 
We be­ 
gan disembarking, and before the end 
of the day the men were on shore, with 
2,000 horses and mules that we bad to 
throw overboard to get ashore, and the 
! artillery 
“ In going down I had read the diary 
of an English engineer officer and an 
English surgeon who were present and 
I engaged in the siege of Havana in 1761, 
| in which were about 18,000 or 20,000 
; English troops and five or six regiments 
I from the colonies, New York, Connect­ 
icut and Rhode Island. 
That campaign 
W’hs undertaken at the same time of the 
year that ours was, and I read the diary 
with the greatest interest. 
It showed 
how after a few days the men began to 
sicken, and in a few weeks there were 
hardly well men enough to bring water, 
but with the pluck of the American 
colonial troops and the well known 
bravery of the British and their tenaci­ 
ty, after about five months tho town 
was taken, but of the 24,000 troops 
composing the original expedition 17, 
OOO were buried in front of Havana, 
and that in a few months. 
“ I knew that my entire army would 
be sick if it staid long enongh; that it 
was simply a question of getting that 
town just as soon as possible. 
I knew 
the strength, the courage and the will 
of my men, or I thought I did, and the 
result shows that I was not mistaken. 
It was a question of starting the mo­ 
ment we lauded aud not stopping until 
we reached the Spanish outposts, and 
therefore as soon as a division was put 
on shore it was started on the march 
Oil the 24th of June the first engage­ 
ment took place, in which we had be 
tween 800 and 900 men on the Ameri­ 
can side and probably 1,000 or 1,2011 nu 
the Spanish. 
The enemy was strongly 
intrenched, showing only their heads, 
while the American forces had to march 
exposing their whole bodies to the fire 
of the enemy 
“ It is announced by military experts 
as an axiom that trained troops armed 
with the present 
breeohloading and 
rapid tiring arm cannot be successfully 
assailed by any troops who simply as­ 
sault. Of course you can make the reg­ 
ular approaches aud dig up to them. 
The fallacy of that proposition was made 
very manifest that day when the men 
composing the advance marched as de­ 
liberately over those 
breastworks as 
they ever did when they fought with 
arms that you could only load about 
twice in a minute and of the range of j 
only 200 or 300 yards. 
“ This army was an army of murks-, 
men. For 15 years the greatest attention j 
has been paid to markmauship, and I j 
suppose tour fifths of all the m enial 
that army wore on their breasts the' 
marksman’* badge. 
I had given orders! 
—knowing that the uoise of tiring is 
harmless and that shots put in the air I 
are harmless— I had given the strictest 
orders to all officers that their 
should be told not to fire a shot unless 
they could see something moving, aud 
the tiring was to be by individuals, 
what is called file firing, individual fir 
ing. 
The Spanish troops, uot so well 
drilled in firing as ours, used volley tir­ 
ing, which is very effective against 
large bodies of troops massed and inov 
ing over a plain, but utterly inefficient 
when used against skirmishers moving 
over a rough country. 
In that battle, 
which lasted two hours, less than ten 
rounds of ammunition per man were 
fired by my men, and the losses, not­ 
withstanding my men were exposed— 
their whole bodies-—while the enemy 
were 
in 
trenches, where only their 
heads could bo seen, were about equal. 
“ I saw the commander of that force 


reconnoitered tne ground a« muon as 
one coaid in the dense undergrowth and 
determined where I woald make my at 
tack, which was simply directly in 
front, and to make a direct assault 
There was no attempt at strategy aud 
no attempt at turning their flanks. 
It 
was simply going straight for them, in 
that I did not misjudge my men, and 
that is why I succeeded so well 
If we 
had atte mpted to flauk them out or dig 
them out by regular parallels and get 
close to them, my men would have beeu 
sick before it could have bfien accom­ 
plished, aud the losses would have been 
many times greater than they were. The 
only misfortune, as I judged it, of the 
first day’s fight, but which I have since 
learned was for the best, was that im ­ 
mediately on our right and what would 
be in our rear when we attacked the 
town was a little village called El Ca­ 
ney, four miles and a half from Santia­ 
go, and whence the best road in tin* 
country connected with Santiago. I did 
not know the exact force then. but 
t 
was estimated to be 1,000, perhaps 
a little more, and it would of course 
have beeu very hazardous to have left 
that force so near in our rear 
“ Instead of finishing the affair by 9 
3’clock, as we expected, it took until 
4:30 o’clock in the afternoon before the 
last shot was fired, and then after a Joss 
of nearly IOO killed and 250 wounded 
on our side and the almost total annihi­ 
lation of the force opposed to us. 
They 
had an idea that they would be killed, 
and when men believe that it is hard to 
capture them. 
.lust at. the close of the 
battle 300 or 400 did attempt to escape, 
hut ran out in front of a brigade that 
they did not st*e, and iii the couth of 
about 300 or 400 yards most of them 
were dead or mortally wounded, so that 
probably uot more than 20 men on the 
other side escaped from that battle. 
It 
was a most desperate struggle. 
“ Men were killed in the trenches by 
being knocked on the head with mus­ 
kets, and one man I was shown two 
days later with what would be called a 
tremendous head on him, and the in­ 
terpreter asked him how that had occur­ 
red, and he doubled up his fist and 
spoke of the soldier that had hit him as 
a black man. that he had dropped his 
gun and hit him in the head with his 
fist.. That was pretty close work. Mean­ 
while the battle in front of Santiago 
progressed, with three divisions on our 
side—one of dismounted cavalry aud 
two of infantry. 
It was beautifully 
fought. 
Every man knew what he had 
to do, and so did every officer. 
The or­ 
ders were that immediately upon being 
deployed they were to attack. They did 
it. 
Every man kept going, and when 
one’s comrade dropped the rest kept go­ 
ing. 
The result was that in about two 
hours tho line was taken, and practically 
that afternoon the battle of Santiago 
was ended, for those men never ad­ 
vanced beyond that point. 
“ During the night I brought up the 
division of General Lawton that had 
i>eeu on the right at Caney and put 
them on the extreme right, where I had 
intended to have them the day before 
aud where had they been we should j 
probably have taken the town and have! 
got only the men that were there and 
uot the 12,000 that were far beyond; 
our reach who were surrendered a few j 
days later. 
On the night of the 2d of j 
July a weak attempt was made upon 
our lines. 
In that the spaniards had to! 
expose themselves, while my men were! 
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Talking it Over.

As tho general took the 
stage tho audieuoe arose again and with 
i heads uncovered cheered until the gen­ 
eral raised his hands for silence. 
After

“ Now, perhaps it will not be unin­ 
teresting to you to hear a few of the in 
cidents connected w ith the campaign, 
which, of course, you have read of in 
the newspapers, but which J can ex­ 
plain somewhat more fully 
There was 
apparently some hesitancy in stat ting 
Aly lips upon th at were sealed until a 
few days ago, as m y orders were secret, 
and I was directed not to communicate 
them to any person, and I never have, 
but recently tile secretary of w ar bas 
seen fit to publish them, ami it you 
huveread the papers you have been able 
to see that w hat was considered a state 
of unpreparedness was not so. We were 
twice embarked and twice taken back to 
Tam pa and disembarked. 
On the first 
occasion the cause was the appearance 
of Adm iral Oervera’s fleet, it requiring 
the entire navy th at was disposable to 
go after th at fleet, and the second tim e 
by a report, that afterw ard turned out 
to be incorrect, th at in the St. Nicholas 
channel, through which we would have 
to go. mime Spanish cruisers had been 
seen 
“ Imm ediately after the breaking out 
of the war I was ordered from San 
Francisco to New Orleans, and there re­ 
ceived a telegram to go to Washington, 
where I was told th at the first expedi­ 
tion to leave the United States was to 
be commanded by me, aud ordered to 
Tampa to prepare for it. 
I took the 
troops that I thought best fitted ami pre­ 
pared for th at service. There were Nome 
magnificent regim ents of 
volunteers, 
but to part of them I had issued arm s 
only two or three days before. 
They 
were no* properly equipped and lacked 
experience. As I had the choice, I took 
all of the regulars th at were there, and 
w ith them three regim ents of volun­ 
teers. 
They were magnificent men, as 
perfect as men could be, but, as you 
know who served in 1861, poorly pre­ 
pared to take cure of themselves at first 
You recollect it was mouths before we 
were prepared, and we made numerous 
m istakes that led to sickness aud death 
The same things have occurred agaiu, 
and they alw ays will continue w ith 
troops th at are not used to the field, aud 
in this campaign men were taken di­ 
rectly from their camps immediately 
after being mustered in and put tutu the 
most difficult campaign of modern mili- 
| tary history 
“ I practically had the entire regular 
) arm y of the United States, 20 of the 25 
; regiments of infantry, five of the ten 
regim ents of cavalry and five batteries 
of artillery, w ith three regim ents of 
i volunteers— the Seventy-first New York, 
j the Second M assachusetts aud the regi 
I m ent known as Roosevelt’s rough rid- 
■ ere 
The last were practically seasoned 
! soldiers They were men from the frou- 
• tier. men who had been accustomed for 
i years to taking a little sack of com- 
I meal on their saddles and a blanket and 
j going out to sleep out of doors for a 
week or a m onth at a time.

they knew how to care for themselves 
iii camp. 
“ Early iu Ja n e I was* ca lied to the 
telephone in Tampa aud told from the 
president’s mansion in W ashington to 
proceed im m ediately w ith not less than

that we know nothing of the topography

There are no maps of 
it , All you coaid know of it was what 
yon conli! woo from on shipboard and 
from talking with people who had lived 
there. 
Their information is, as general 
officers have usually found, very defec­ 
tive. 
“ That 
afternoon, 
with 
Admiral 
.Sampson. I went down the coast about 
20 miles aud saw General Garcia, and 
asked him Ins opinion of the country, 
w hat his force was and whether he was 
disposed to assist. 
I found him very 
w illing and very glad to offer his serv­ 
ices at once, with 8,000 men that he 
had with him and another thousand that 
be had up the country a little farther, 
which were to join UR immediately. In 
sailing along the coast, looking for a 
landing place. I selected two places— 
Si boney, a little indentation in the 
coast about 12 nr US miles east of San­ 
tiago, aud another little bay about eight 
miles farther east, where small streams 
enterer! intr* the sea, m aking a valley 
and a sand bar about 150 to 200 yards 
iii extent. 
All the rust of the coast is 
abrupt, 
per} am (lien I ar 
wall of rock 
from IO to 80 feet high, against which 
tho waves were dashing all the time, 
and where it is utterly impossible to 
land. We l.wd the earnest and able sup­ 
port of tho navy and its assistance in 
disembarking, and the next morning 
were bombarding the two little places 
and driving the few hundred Spanish 
soldiers that were there away. 
WTo be­ 
gan disembarking, and before the end 
of the day tho men were on shore, with 
2,000 horses and mules that we bad to 
throw overboard to get ashore, and the 
artillery 
“ Iii going down I had read the diary 
cif an English engineer officer arid an 
English surgeon who were present and 
; engaged in the siege of Havana in 1701, 
J iii which were about 18,000 or 20,000 
: English troops and five or six regiments 
i from the colonies, New York, Connect­ 
icut and Rhode Island. 
That campaign 
was undertaken at the same tim e of the 
year that ours was, aud I read the diary 
w ith the greatest interest. 
It showed 
bow after a few days the men began to 
sicken, aud in a few weeks there were 
hardly well men enough to bring water, 
but w ith the pluck of the American 
j colonial troops and the well 
known 
| bravery of the British aud their tenaci­ 
ty, after about five months the town 
was taken, but of the 24,000 troops 
composing the original expedition IT, 
OOO were buried in front of Havana, i 
and that in a few months. 
“ I knew that my entire arm y would 
be sick if it staid long euougb; that it 
was simply a question of getting that 
town just as soon as possible. 
I knew 
the strength, the courage and the will 
of my men, or I thought I did, and the 
result shows that I was not mistaken. 
It was a question of starting the mo­ 
ment we lauded aud uot stopping until 
we reached the Spanish outposts, aud 
therefore as soon as a division was put 
on shore it was started on the march 
On the 24th ot June the first engage­ 
ment took place, in which we had be­ 
tween 800 aud 900 men on the Am eri­ 
can side aud probably 1,000 or i,20(J nu 
the Spanish. 
The enemy was strongly 
intrenched, showing ouly their heads, 
while the American forces had to march 
exposing their whole bodies to the fire 
of the enemy 
“ It is announced by m ilitary experts 
as an axiom that trained troops armed 
w ith the present 
breechloading and 
rapid firing arui cannot be successfully 
assailed by any troops who simply as­ 
sault. Of course you can make the reg­ 
ular approaches and dig up to them. 
The fallacy of that proposition was made 
very manifest th at day when the men 
com posing the advance marched as de­ 
liberately over those 
breastworks as 
they ever did when they fought with 
arms that you could only load about 
twice in a m inute aud of the range of 
ouly 200 or 800 yards. 
“ This arm y was an army of m arks­ 
men. For 15 years the greatest attention I and 
has been paid to luarkmausbip, and I 
suppose tour fifths of all the men in 
that arm y wore on their breasts the 
m arksm an’s badge. 
I had given orders 
—knowing that the noise of firing is 
harmless aud that shots [tut in the air 
are harmless— I had given the strictest 
orders to all officers that their 
should be told not to fire a shot unless 
they could see something moving, aud 
the tit mg was to he by individuals, 
what is called file firing, individual fir 
mg. 
The Spanish troops, uot so well 
drilled in tiring as ours, used volley tir­ 
ing, which is very effective against 
large bodies of troops massed aud inov 
iug over a plain, but utterly inefficient 
when used against skirm ishers moving 
over a rough country. 
In that battle, 
which lasted two hours, lees than ten 
rounds of am m unition per man were 
tired by my men, aud the losses, not­ 
w ithstanding my men were exposed— 
their whole bodies— while the enemy 
were 
in 
trenches, where only their 
heads could be seen, were about equal. 
“ I saw the commander of that force 


reconnoitered tne ground a *5 m um as 
oner mid in the dense undergrowth and 
determined where I would make my a; 
tack, which was simply directly in 
front, and to make a direct assault 
There was no attempt at strategy and 
no attempt at tinning their flanks. 
It 
was simply going straight for them Iii 
that I did not misjudge my men. aud 
that is why I succeeded so well 
It we 
had attempted to flank them out or dig 
them out by regular parallels aud get 
close to them, my men would have been 
sick before it could have been accom­ 
plished, aud tho losses would have been 
many times greater than they were. Tile 
only misfortune, as I judged it, of the 
first day’s light, but which I have since 
learned was for the best, was filar im 
mediately on our right and what would 
be in our rear when we attacked the 
town was a little village called El Ga­ 
lley, four miles and a half from .Santia­ 
go, and whence the hest road iii th*' 
country connected witli Santiago. I did 
not know the exact force there, but 
f 
was estim at'd to he 
1,0 0 0, perhaps 
a little more. and it would of course 
have been very hazardous to have leit 
that force ho near in our rear 
“ Instead of finishing the affair by 9 
3’clock, as we experted, it took until 
4:80 o’clock iii the afternoon before the 
last shot was tired, and then after a loss 
of nearly IOO killed and 250 wounded 
on our side and the almost total annihi­ 
lation of the force opposed to us. 
Tin y 
had an idea that they would be killed, 
and when men believe that it is hard to 
capture them, 
.lust at. the close of the 
battle 800 or 400 did attempt to escape, 
but ran out in front of a brigade that 
they did not see, and in the cours* of 
about 800 or 400 yards most of tin rn 
were dead or mortally wounded, so that 
probably not more than 20 men on the 
other side escaped from that battle. 
It 
was a most desperate struggle. 
“ Men were killed in the trenches bv j 
being knocked on the head w ith inns- j 
kets, and one man I was shown two 
days later with what would be called a 
tremendous head on him. and the in­ 
terpreter asked him how th at had occur 
red, and he don bled up his fist and 
spoke of the soldier that had h it him as 
a black man. that he liar! dropper! his 
gun and hit him iii the head with his 
fist. That was pretty close work. Mean­ 
while the battle in front of Santiago 
progressed, with three divisions on our 
side—one of dismounted cavalry aud 
two of infantry. 
It was beantifnliy 
fought. 
Every man knew what he had 
to do, aud so dill every officer. 
The or 
ders were that immediately upon being 
deployed they were to attack. They did 
it. 
Every man kept going, and when 
one’s comrade dropped the rest kept go­ 
ing 
The result was that in about two 
hours tho line was taken, and practically 
that afternoon the battle of Santiago 
was ended, for those men never ad­ 
vanced beyond that point. 
“ During the night I brought up the 
division of General Lawton that had 
been on the right at Caney and put 
them on the extreme right, where I had 
intended to have them the day before 
aud vv Ii ere had they been we should i 
probably have taken the town aud have! 
got only the men that were there an d 1 
uot the 12,000 that were far beyond; 
our reach who were surrendered a few j 
days later. 
On the night of the 2d of, 
Ju ly a weak attem pt was made upon 
our lines. 
Iii that the Spaniards had to ( 
expose themselves, while my men were! 
covered. 
The fight lasted but. a little! 
while, aud they retreated. 
“ On the morning of July 8 I thought 
we bud so much of an advantage that 11 
oould notify the enemy, first, that I 
wanted a surrender, aud, second, if th ey 1 
declined to surrender that they could 
have 24 boul* to get the women aud 
children out of town. 
Of course civi- ‘ 
lized people do uot fire on towns filled 
with women am! children if it can be 
avoided 
“ The Spanish commander declined 
very promptly to surrender, but said he 
would notify the women and children 
those that desired to go, but he 
wanted 24 hours more, ami said there 
were a great many people to go o u t 
They began to stream out at once, and 
for 48 hours old men, women and chil­ 
dren poured out until it was estimated 
that at 
least 20,000

passed 
through our lines aud out into

I he commission expects to complete 
its work heie today and to resume it in 
Chicago on Monday morning. 
Major Griffith testified regarding the 
camp conditions at Chickamauga and 
the hospitals. 
He had difficulty in get 
ting enough tents and when he secured 
the proper number he found the last 
ones of poor quality.

He attributed the failure at the Camp 
Thomas hospitals to “ red tape,” and 
“ peace for 50 years,” which incapaci­ 
tated the departm ent for expansion for 
emergency, if congress hail established 
a hospital corps the trouble might have 
been avoided. 
One great difficulty in 
getting supplies of drugs arose from 
passing requisitions from tile division 
surgeon to the corps surgeon aud the 
surgeon-in chief. This required a week. 
He asked the oorps commander on 
June 20 to have the typhoid patients 
isolated. 
The epidemic could have 
thus been avoided, but no attention was 
given to the request.

The mortality from 
typhoid fever in this hospital was BB 
out of 1,587 cases. 
Father Vat man, post chaplain, was 
another witness examined.

dan and Fort Thomas. 
The witness 
had no complaint at Fort Thomas from 
either friends or patients. 
Being asked w hat complaints, if any, 
he had heard from patients about their 
treatment at other places, he said ttiat 
he had heard none whatever from sol­ 
diers of the regular army, but that a 
number of the volunteer soldiers had 
told him of disagreeable experiences 
which were often answered by a soldier 
on the next cot by the question: 
“Did 
yon think you wero going to a pionic?”

"A new difficulty has arisen to aid in 
preventing the recovery of the remains 
of the Eighth Ohio soldiers who died in 
Cuba. 
Robert Wilson, of this city, was 
about to start for Santiago to recover 
the rem ains of his son A rthur, of Com­ 
pany B, when Captain Surgeon Smith, 
of the Eighth Ohio, refused to issue a 
death certificate showing that he had 
not died of yellow’ fever. 
“ Others were also refused a certificate 
on the ground that it is the duty of the 
comm anding surgeon to issue certifi­ 
cates. 
, 
“ Com m anding Surgeon Major Far- 
quhar has died since returning, aud 
there is no chance of obtaining the nec­ 
essary papers unless Surgeon Sm ith re­ 
lents. 
He was present at the death of 
the soldiers mentioned, and has aroused 
much ill feeling tow ard himself by his 
refusal to issue certificates.” 
The Canton Repository interviewed 
Doctor Sm ith who said : 
“ I have not received anv such request 
for a certificate of the cause of death of 
A rthur Wilson, a private of Company 
B, Akron. 
The only request of that 
nature yet received bv me was from the 
parent of a young man who was a mem­ 
ber of the Wooster company and died in 
Caba. 
I turned the reqpest over to Dr. 
W uchter, who had attended the soldier 
boy during his sickness, and presume 
th at he complied. 
The surgeon who 
last attended a deceased soldier is the 
proper one to make out a certificate of 
the cause of death, as be is more fa­ 
m iliar with the case. 
For instance, if 
the soldier was takeu ill in camp, and 
removed to a hospital the physician at 
the hospital who cared for him knows 
best the nature of the illness.”

Comment, by Kev. S. If. B oyle. 
Topic.—4'The good flight.''—I Tim. vt, ll-ifl; 
IT Tun. iv, 7. 8. 
The Christian life was often likened 
by Paul to a warfare. It may have been 
that his long residence at Rome, where 
soldiers were constantly being drilled 
and disciplined, may have suggested the 
figure. 
W hatever suggested it it is an 
apt and telling one. 
The Christian life 
is a constant*struggle, a ceaseless w ar­ 
fare between rig h ran d wrong, between 
holiness and sin. between the kingdom 
of Cod and the kingdom of satan. It is a 
good fight, because it is in a good cause, 
has a good captain and produces good 
results. 
It is a fight of faith—faith in 
God and Christ, faith in hum anity, 
faith in eternal life. 
The enemies in this fight are Biblically 
called ‘‘the world, the flesh and the 
devil.” 
This world is not a friend to 
grace. 
Its influence is to draw us away 
from (rod aud to weaken us in the great 
struggle for eternal life. 
The flesh is 
wicked, sinful self, the natural hum an 
heart, which is enm ity against God. 
The principal adversary of the hum an 
soul in its struggle for life, however, is 
the devil, a personal, powerful, fallen 
being, whose knowledge of our weak­ 
ness and power to tempi! us make him a 
formidable enemy 
indeed and over 
whom we can gain the victory through 
the Lord Jesus C hrist alone. 
The weapons for this fight Paul de­ 
scribes in Kph. vi, 10-17. They are the 
girdle of tru th —the tru th as it is in 
Jesus; the breastplate of righteousness, 
not our own personal righteousness, but 
the righteousness of C hrist; the sandals 
of the gospel of peace w hich has been 
prepared, and as a result of being at 
peace w ith God we can stand firm and 
secure, as one w ith sandals on his feet; 
the shield of faith, strong, real, abiding 
faith in God; the helm et of salvation, 
for being assured of our salvation we 
can hold our heads erect as one who 
wears a helmet; the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God, by which we 
are to overcome all the argum ents of 
the evil one. 
The result of this fight w ill btl vic­ 
tory or defeat, as we enter upon it and 
continue it— victory if trusting in God 
we use the knowledge He has given us 
witli His power to overcome; defeat if, 
lightly esteeming the enemy, we put our 
trust in our own knowledge and powers. 
Paul won a glorious victory. Face to 
face with the end of life, as the war- 
faie is about to close, he writes to Tim­ 
othy: ‘‘I have fought a good fight, I 
have finished my course, I have kept 
the faith. 
Henceforth there is laid up 
for me a crown of rejoicing, which the 
Lord, the righteous Judge, w ill give me 
iii that day, aud not to me only, but 
unto all them also that love His ap­ 
pearing. ” 
What Paul 
accomplished 
every Christian can accomplish. 
May 
bis example inspire us all to the re­ 
quired effort!

“ Instead of finishing the affair by 9 
o'clock, as we expected, it took until

‘‘I had in line wheu the fighting was 
going on abont I J, OOO m en—not more 
than that at any time. Inside the Span­ 
ish trenches there were abont 10,000 
men. 
I here were 11,000 surrendered 
and I think about 1,600 of them were 
sick. The disproportion, considering the 
difference of situation, is not very great. 
In fact, I think that 10,000 American 
soldiers could have kept 100,000 Span­ 
iards out had they been in the same po­ 
sition, although I do not wish to dis­ 
parage the bravery of the Spanish 
troops. 
They are gallant fellows, but 
they have not the intelligence and do 
not take the initiative as do the Ameri­ 
can soldiers, and they have not the 
bulldog pluck that hangs on day after 
day. 
‘‘ToraI made the first proposition to 
surrender. 
He said if J would lot him 
take his man <ind such things as they 
could carry on their persons and on a 
few pack mules that they had and guar 
antee him sate conduct to Holguin, 
which was 63 miles away to the north 
and in the interior, they would march 
out. I told him, of course, that was out 
of the question; th at J could not accept 
any such terms as those, but I would 
submit them to the president.

W ashington, Nov. 5.—Acting for the 
war investigating commission Colonel 
Danby has taken the testim ony of G en­ 
eral Lawton, who was iii command of 
the Second division of the Fifth corps 
iii the Santiago campaign, aud who has 
but recently been relieved of th e com­ 
m and of the deiMirtment of Santiago. 
Sum m ing up General Lawton said: j 
“ Taking into consideration the ooudi* 
(litmus we were obliged to face, tho 
character of the country, its climate 
and other things being considered, I 
eau say there were no serious or gross 
mistakes made. 
“ I can say there was no lack of care 
on the part of those in authority whose 
duty it was to look after the camp. We 
had us tine a staff of officers as there is 
in the world. No better could be found ' 
These men worked night aud duy, and j 
no hum an being coaid do more than 
they.’ 
Much of th** hardships, he said, wu» I 
due to inability to land tilings needed • 
from tin* ships, haire d preparations 
aud much ut the sickness war, due to 
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body 
It was expected that, beginning 
about tile 1st of O ctober the objective 
point of the cam paign was to be Ila 
vana, where we knew there were from 
125,000 to 150,000 men, and it was ex 
pouted that abont the Int of October a 
large arm y woald be sent over there, 
and the buttle that would d ecid e rh*1 
war would be fought in the vicinity of 
Havana. I think that was the universal 
feeling. 
The loss of that city and of 
those 24,000 men— 28,870, to be aeon j 
rate—so dispirited them that w ithin a 
week the proposition cf apalit to close 
the war was made, aud, happily, the 
war was ended. 
“ The difficulties of that campaign 
were not in the fighting. 
That was the 
easiest part of it. 
The difficulties worn 
in getting food and medicine to til© j 
front. 
There was but a single road, a 
muddy and terrible road, aud with five 
or six wagons going over it the sixth 
wagon would be on the u.\!<* tr* e, and 
in taking up some artillery I te d i i i 
horses on one battery thai was usually 
drawn by four, and even wn ti that 
num ber it went out of sight, and we 
had to leave it and dig it oui aft* r th** 
w ater badMibstdcd The other batteries 
wesuecM o *d in g ettmg up.

It is a fight of faith—faith in 
God and Christ, faith in hum anity, 
faith in eternal life. 
The enemies in this fight, are Biblically 
called “ the world, the flesh and the 
d e v il.” 
This world is not a friend to 
grace. 
Its influence is to draw us away 
from God and to weaken us in tile great 
struggle for eternal life. 
The flesh is
